PARIS HOLOCAUST 


BURNING OF THE OPERA CoMIQUE IN THE 
FRENCH CAPITAL. 


— 


Hanging Scenes Set on Fire by a Gas Jet— 
Rapid Spread of the Finmes to All Parts 
of the Theater—A Terrible Panic Among 
the Audience and Piayers—The Exact 
Number of Lives Lost Not Known, but 
Greatly in Exdess of the Number First 
Reported—Over Forty Bodies Recovered. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Paris, May 2.—All Paris is thrown into 
consternation by one of the largest and most 
disastrous fires. known for years. About 9 
o’clock last night people from all quarters of 
the city were attracted by @ red glare in the 
sky in the direction of thé Boulevard des 
Italiens. It wasimmediately apparent that it 
was due to a great conflagration, and half a 
mile before the boulevard was reached the 
people one met on the street said that the 
Opera Comique was in flames. On reaching 
the scene of the catastrophe the extent thereof 
was not at first realized. The very top story of 
the corner house of the boulevard and the Rue 
Marigny was blazing. Firemen were to be seen 
clam bering about like flies. amid the sparks to 
reach a position so as to bringa hose to bear 
upon the burning mass below. About 9:30 
o’clock there was a tremendous burst of flame 
which lighted up the wee neighborhood 
which was caused by the falling of some of the 


ruins. 
FROM THOSE WHO ESCAPED 


from the theater and from those who were 
near the scene at the time ot the outbreak the 
following particulars were gathered: It was 
between 8 and 90’clock, during the first act of 
„Mignon, when the stage was crowded with 
ballet-girls that something went wrong with a 
row of gas jets, which crosses the top of 
the stage. Immediately the hanging scenes 
caught fire. Some of the audience immediate- 
ly quitted the theater. Those who got out first 
say there was no panic, but after they left the 
scene wus a fearful one. The frightened ballet- 
girls jumped into the body of the hall and tried 
to rush for the doors. Soon after 9 o’clock all 
the houses in the streets around were ordered 
to turn out their gas to avoid explosion. 

The police guarded the various approaches. 

About 10 o’clock bodies were handed out of 
the upper stories of the gutted building. At 
the moment of the writing (3 a. m.) there is 
a report that there are at least sixty dead, 
mostly employes of the theater and members 
of the corps de ballet, whoare lying at the 
various police stations in the neighborhood. 

It is impossible to say how many of the 
audien:e are lost. Some gen d' armes who were 
m the upper gallery say that when they 
escaped there were about one hundred people 
in the gallery. Most fikely these escaped to 
the roof. It is almost cértain, however, that 
the loss of life was gr than yet known, 
thengh the Opera Co considered as 
being one of the best theaters in Paris to escape 
from in case of fire. Atthe National Library 
the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent saw seven 
female and five male corpses. At the phar- 
macy in Rue Favart, several people were lying 
about dead and several others injured. A 
cordon of troops and police rendered all ap- 
proach to the theater impossible, even after 
the fire had practically been extinguished. 

PLACING THE BLAME. 

Further inquiry shows that the survivors 
throw the blame of the calamity upon the gas 
man. This can not be decided. The iron cur- 
tain, which might have delayed the progress 
of the flames, either would not work or no at- 
tempt was made to-work it in the prevailing 
panic. The whole house was ina blase in ten 
minutes, The stage staircase was the first to 
be destroyed. A man and a woman in the 
fourth gallery leaped into the street and were 
killed. Four women were found huddled to- 
gether in the body ot the theater where they 
had died of suffocation. There is a report that 
some ladies were found dead in the stage 
boxes. The firemen worked nobly. Unfor- 
tunately there were some deaths among them. 
A private fell from awallintothe middle of 
the blazing mass, while a corporal met with a 
similar fate. Soulacroix, the basso, escaped 
by the window of alodge bya rope, and fell 
upon the glass shelter over the door. His face 
was covered with blood. Mlle. Assally, the 
first danseuse, was nearly suffocated. There 
was notime to change dresses. They barely 
escaped with their lives. 


A SINGER’S STATEMENT. 
Seelen the basso, gave the Posr- DIS 


PATCH correspondent his experiences in the 
first scene during the waltz. He said: ‘‘Every 
one on the stage saw two chorus singers look 
up. In raising our heads we saw a fly burn- 
ing. Not wishing to give any alarm, I dragged 
Mile. Merguillier off the stage. Taskin, the ten- 
or, went to the frontof the stage andsaid, ‘La- 
dels and gentlemen, don't be alarmed. There 
is no danger.’ The; audience, however, 
secing the fire, rushed for the doors. 
The panic was increased by the ladies in 
Baignoire No. 8, shrieking. The house holds 
1,800, and it was nearly full. There were 250 
intbe upper galleries. There was a terribie 
scrimmage at each exit. Women holdingtheir 
children over their heads were overcome by 
the smoke and trampled on. 1 the lights 
went out, and except when there was an ex- 
plosion of gas all was buried in datkness,’’

MANY BODIES IN THE GALLERIES. 

The remains of three men and two 
women were found in the stage-box, 
where the victims had taken refuge 
from the flames. It is ascertained 
that many bodies lie buried in the debris in 
the upper gf&lleries, whence estape was 
exceedingly difficult. The Government pro- 
pose to close several of the Paris theaters 
because of their deficiency in exits. Late 
this afternoon the bodies of eighteen 
ladies, all in full dress, were found 
lying together at the bottom of the 
staircase leading from the second story. These 
ladies all had escorts to the theater, Dut 
no remains of men were found anywhere near 
where the women were burned to death. The 
walls of the theater began falling this evening 
and the search for the bodies had to be aban- 
doned for the day. The library attached to 
the theater was entirely destroyed, with ali its 
contents, including many valuable scores. 
Six thousand costumes were burned in the 
wardrobe.

A CONSPIRACY TOOVERTHROW THESULTAN

The other German authorities, who have 
attended the Crown Prince, say there is noth- 
ing serious in the complaint, and thata com- 
plete recovery isto be looked for. No opera- 
tion, properly speaking, has taken place; but 
asmall portion ofthe obstruction was taken 
out of the throatand examined by Dr. Vir- 
chow, with the result above stated. Owing to 
the complete absence of the malignant symp- 
toms the surgeons, it is said, have come to the 
conclusion that an operation is not needed, 
but that continued inhalations and cauteriza- 
tions will be sufficient. His Highness must, 
however, take great care of himself and avoid 
dust or over exertion which accounts for his 
absence from the military reviews.’’

©’élock he resumed and spoke until the hour 
of adjournment for the day arrived. There 
existed no reason to his mind for the separa- 
‘tion of ‘the two bodies of Presby- 
“terlans. They were working in 
the same field and overlapping 
Seach other. If there did exist reasons for 
. geparation they were greater than he knew, 
‘andthe churches ought to gofarther apart 
and take names distinctive of their divergence. 
When the war ended it was not to be expected 
the churches would fall upon each others’ 
‘necks and bo at peace. Their membership par- 
took of that spirit of bitterness 
the war had enkindled, but now when 
on all sides the rancors were being 
forgotten, when the Episcopalians had healed 
the wound in their body, when the Baptists had 
‘poettied their differences, it was time the Pres- 
byterians were forgetting the quarrels of the 
ae and the issues that were dead. The 
uthern Church was doing no work at 
‘all north of Mason and Dixon's line, 
“bat the Northern Church was reaching 


south of that line and establishing churches 
‘there. Northern Presbyterians were pouring 
into Tennessee, Alabama and Georgia, and 
soon all Southern States would be border 
. There were many of the faith who had 
mB into the South that had united with the 
tional Church because they believed 
that the Southern Church was a Church of 
jonalism. He was in favor of reunion 
just as soon as it can be accomplished on 
terms and conditions safe and honorable to 
both sides. If on examination by the Com- 
mittee of Conference it was found that the 
‘union could not be accomplished tne speaker 
was in favor of a plan of co-operative union. 
“Then friction and waste would be avoided. 
Dr. Smoot opposed co-operation because the 
ern Ohurch had incorporated boards.

A NOTORIOUS HORSETHIEF 


Recognized by Victims as He is Driven by in 


the ‘‘Hoodlum Wagon.” 
Henry Peper, alias Bill Peper,alias Bill Cole, 


the man arrested by Detectives Frese and 
Schulte on Market street, mear the Levee, yes- 
terday afternoon, is one of the most notorious 
horsethieves 


in the country. As he 
was being driven by Twelfth and Market 


streets in the hoodlum wagon on his way to 
the Four Courts Dan and James Laughiin, two 


furniture wagon drivers, recognized him as 
the man who sold them a horse some time ago 
which was afterward identified by John 
Bohle of French Village, III., Supervisor of 
St. Clair County, as an animal that had been 
stolen from him. He paid the Laughlins’ $50 
for the return of the horse, but they are still 
considerably out of pocket as a result of 
the transaction.

The Laughlins visited 
the prisoner at the Four Courts and identi- 
fied him sitively, although he denied 
knowing them. They stated that when he 
sold them the horse he gave the name of 
Rogers. They described a pair of gold spec- 
tacles which he wore at the time, and the 
spectacies were found on him when he was 
searched. 
HIS LURID RECORD. 

Peper has arecord as a horsethief extend- 
ing over years, he being now aged 60. He has 
served three terms in penitentiaries, the last 
a twelve-year sentence. The old man is known 
throughout the States of Kentucky, Iowa, 
Iilinois and Missourl. He dresses well 
and has the appearance of fa 
well-to-do farmer. Some years ago a sheriff's 
posse in Ohio pursued a horsethief, who was 
riding one horse and leading three others, and 
the thief. turned and fired, killing one of the 
men. Peper has deen suspected of 
this murder, although the crime 
was never fixed on him. The last time he was 
sent to the penitentiary he had a farm in the 
Illinois bottoms, across from Louisiana, Mo., 
which he had stocked with the finest kind of 
horses, all of which he is 2 teem to have 
stolen. He was convicted of horse-stealing at 
Quincy, III., and given twelve years, as stated.

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A $700,000 DEBT OF HONOR. 


Banker Williams, of Charleston, 8. C., Re- 
turns a Trust, 


New Haven (Conn.) special to the Won. 

The very pear? 2 trans- 
action by which nearly $700,000 has been 
restored to a man who had no legal claim 
to it, as given in the WORLD of 8 
was concluded by ex-Judge Luzon B. 
Morris. The es to the transaction 
were Daniel Hand, a wealthy citizen of 
Guilford, a slow v near this place, 
and George Williams, of Charleston, 8. 
C., a member of the banking firm of Wil- 
liams & Birney. The firm also have an 
office in New York 0. 

Mr. Hand and Mr. Williams were in the 
grocery business on a large scale in Au- 

usta, Ga., before the war, or rather Mr. 

and wasin business and Mr. Williams 
was his — s with a small interest 
in the business. Hand had real estate 
in the South worth about $400,000, and 
was one of the wealthiest citizens in that 
section. At — — 42 of — war 
grocery business was woun up 
and Mr. Hand determined not to 
risk the fortunes of war in the 
South, but to come to this State and 
settle. Mr. Williams determined to 
take his chances in the South. Mr. Hand 
was in a quandary as to what to do with 
his real estate. He thought that the war 
would wreck the value of his property, 
and he knew that if he attempted to take 
the deeds of the property North with him 
and should be searched on the way, the 
deeds would be confiscated and turned 
over to the Confederate Government, 
which was established at thattime. In 
fact, the Southern officials were on the 
alert in his case, and they suspected 
that he was going to take some 
property North with him that 
would be valuable to the cause. He 
was arrested and detained on suspicion, 
but he found a way out of his difficulties 
by going before a Southern magistrate 
and swearing that all his property be- 
longed to his partner, Williams, and then 
he was allowed to go his way. 

Mr. Hand turn the property over to 
young Williams with the private under- 
standing that Williams would return it to 
him after peace had been restored, if he 
had it and felt sodisposed. No actual ob- 
ligations were laid on Mr. Williams’ 
shoulders. His honor was all that Hand 
could depend 2 . The war went on 
apace, and as Mr. Hand had partial! 
foreseen, the property. was wrecked. 
Young Williams, in fact, had lost it all, 
or nearly all, in the year succeeding the 
outbreak of the rebellion: He afterwards 
* ered, got into the brokerage business 
n Charleston and made money rapidly. 

Meanwhile Daniel Hand had been living 
here on his place in Guilford. His depart- 
ure from the South had by no means re- 
sulted in the destruction of his entire fort- 
une. With what money he had left he 
made shrewd investments, and, like his 
young bookkeeper, he made money. 
Some time o he endowed the Hand 
Academy in Madison, which he built, and 
he is also said to have given a large sum 
of money to the Yale Divinity School, 
in this city. Until about six years ago 
he did nothin towards recovering 
the prope he bad left in so peculiar a 
manner with Mr. Williams. He regarded 
it as Hy ge lost and did not worry much 
about it. Six years ago, however, he con- 
sulted with Judge Morris and explained 
to him that he did not want Mr. Williams 
pressed for the money, but if Mr. Williams 
was a to restore the value of the 
property Mr. Hand would be giad to get it. 

Judge Morris advised his client that he 
had nolegal rights in the case. The Judge 
ascertained Mr. Williams’ address, and 
communicated with him at once. Mr. 
Williams wrote, acknowledged the obli- 

ation, and promised to pay not only the 
6400 000. but also the interest accruing since 
the time when the property came into his 
possession. The tone uf his letters indi- 
cated that he was ehtirely willing and 
perhaps anxious to do this, and he did not 
— ae to allow any legal quibble to pre- 
vent him from redeeming his trust and 
3 his honor. The amount was 

aid upon large installments, and the to- 

al sum is given out as 3650, 000 or there - 
abouts. Mr. Williams is a very promi- 
nent man in Charleston. He entertained 
Seoretary Lamar and other dignitaries at 
a reception given at the time the Calhoun 
monument was unveiled, a shorttime ago. 
His residence was one of the very few in 
Charleston that was not at all shaken up 
by the earthquakes. His daughter was 
recently married to Mr. Pat Calhoun, 
grandson of the statesman, and he him- 
self was once connected with a failure on 
the New York Cotton Exchange that at 
the time aroused much comment—that of 
Williams, Birney & Co. 


BAKING A SICK INDIAN. 


Remarkable Ways of Treating Diseases—In 
a Grave of Hot Mud. 


To combat their ailments they have only 
the usual superstitious rites of a few igno- 
rant ‘‘medicine men,“ and occasionally 
make use of those heroic and barbarous 
NN so common With savages, says 
Lieut. Schwatka, writing in the Century 
of Apache customs. One of these, I think, 
may be interesting. A great hole, large 
enough to receive the body of the invalid 


in a recumbent . position. is dug in the 
s 


ground. In t excavation a fire 
is maintained until the ground is 
heated to its greatest possible extent 
when the embers and ashes are scraped 
out. Several layers of damp mud are 
immediately used to plaster the walls of 
this fiery furnace, and the invalid is then 

laced within and covered up with mud, 

he head alone Arx he escaping 
steam makes the torture endured by the 
poor wretch for the thirty-six to forty- 
ne ba hours of misery in the prison of 
baked clay oftentimes insupportable, and 
but few survive the severe ordeal. A Mo- 
jave squaw, with the Americanized name 
of Polly,“ rallied from this terrible in- 
quisition; but it took the kindest treat- 
ment for two months under the care of a 
white physician to save her life. 

Nearly all the Apaches are addicted to 
tattooing, their faces and wrists being 
usually adorned, and, as fur as I casually 
noticed, there being no difference between 
the men and women. Paints and pig- 
ments of all characters are eagerly sought 
for temporar ny N ornamentation, 
the Lumas an ojaves even descending 
to stove-polish, boot-blacking and mud. 
Undoubtedly the latter, in some of its ap- 
plications, serves a more practical pur- 
pose than mere ornamentation. A 
thin coating of soft clay is matted 
through the hair and then plastered 
carefully down upon the skull, until it re- 
sembles, when dry, a shining bald head or 
an inverted earthen bowl. his is left on 
for two or three days, until it has subserved 
its purpose of d destruction, when the 
earthy skull-cap is broken with a stick and 
the beating process continued until ev 
particle of dust is thoroughly eradicated, 
when the hair is washed with the soft pulp 
of the root of the Yucea palm, which pro- 
duces a ys lather. r this the hair is 
energetically rinsed and then whipped in 
the open air until dry. From all this ma- 
—* it emerges as glossy and as soft 
as silk.

A FAMILY DIVIDED BY THE'ATLANTIC, WITH

Ernst Hammer's Application to the Circuit

A body of State Senators, solemnly 
sworn to obey and enforce their State 
Oonstitution, has no authority to raise or 
decide the question whether the Constitu- 
tion ought to be enforced or set aside as a 
dead letter. That question has been de- 
cided for them by the sovereign power 
which resides in the whole people, and of 
which the Legislature is but the creature 
and agent. From his obligation of per- 
fect obedience to the Constitution a mem- 
ber of the Legislature cannot be absolved 
even by the willof his constituents, be- 
cause the power to make and unmake a 
Constitution resides in all the constitu- 
encies and not in any one or any minor 
cluster of them. 

Yet in adopting the McGinnis resolutions 
on Wednesday the Missouri Senate actu- 
ally put itself on record, not only as 
questioning the propriety and policy of 
enforcing certain well-known mandates 
of the Constitution, but as assuming the 
authority of the Legislature to nullify the 
clauses of the organio law which were in- 
serted therein to define the duties 
and limit the powers of the Legislature. 

The Constitution. expressly makes it the 
duty of the Legislature to pass laws 
which will prevent any railroad from 
charging more for a less distance than 
the amount charged for any greater 
distance.“ But instead of accepting this 
mandate as one to be obeyed without 
question, the Senate has resolved that it 
will investigate and decide the question 
whether the enforcement of this short- 
haul clause ‘‘will be beneficial to the 
general public’’-or not. By adopting the 
McGinnis resolutions, it took the same 
position with reference to other provisions 
of the Constitution which, if enforced, 
would break up pooling, rebates and dis- 
criminations. 

The Senators should have treated the 
introduction of these resolutions as an in- 
sult, asan impeachmentof their fidelity 
to a sacred public trust and to the most 
solemn of personal obligations. But the 
majority not only tamely received them, 
but adopted them andinvited the railroad 
lobby to come and show them how to 
nullify the Constitution, and supply them 
with excuses and pretexts for usurp- 
ing an authority which belongs only toa 
Constitutional Convention, and for dis- 
regarding and violating the solemn oaths 
they have taken to-obey-and enforce the 
Constitution, 


If a majority in the other house think 


the Legislature is there to enforce the 
Constitution and not to question the au- 
thority or policy of its provisions witha 
view of nullifying the same, they can- 
not make the issue on any better ground 
than is afforded by the adoption of these 
resolutions in the Senate. They cannot 
too soon present to the people the naked 
issue whether the Constitution is to be en- 
forced or not, whether it is binding on the 
Legislature and the railroads or not. 

As an avowed opponent of the enforce- 
ment of the Constitution no man has ever 
been elected to the Missouri Legislature. 
But for eleven years the Legislature has 
refused to enforce it. Both parties last 
summer in their State platforms declared 
for its enforcement.

The 
friends of the Constitution can not ask a 
more complete triumph than will await 
themif theyaccept an adjournment on 
this issue and appeal to the people on 
the naked question raised by these Mc- 
Ginnis resolutions.

Fiorida’s New Senator. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Senator-elect Paseo of Florida was born in 
London, England, something more than forty- 
eight years ago. While still quite young his 
parents left that country for the British 
provinces, where they lived for a few years, 
going thence to Boston, where much of the 
Senator’s education was scoguired. He sub- 
sequently entered Harvard, and after grad- 
uating there went South and taught school in 
Fiorida, at the same time beginning the 
study of law. After his admission he mar- 
ried a Sonthern lady. At the outbreak 
of the war he was an active secessionist, 
and served in the Confederate army. 
When peace came Mr. Paseo resumed the 
practice of law, and became prominent in pol- 
itics. He served on the State Democratic 
Committee a numberof years, having been 
for some time chairman ofthat body. He has 
been prominently named for the Governor- 
ship in the two last campaigns, and in the last 
one withdrew his name in the interests of har- 
mony, as he did in the late Senatorial dead- 
look. At present he is Speaker ot the State 
House of Representatives. He has been a 
member of the National Democratic Commit- 
tee, and still holds that position. All of his 
relatives were of English origin. One of his 
brothers, the Rev. Frederick Pasco, is a prom- 
ment member of the Methodist Church in 
Florfia, and still another brother died while 
in service in the Federal army. He is said to 
beaman of fine oratorical ability, and of 
handsome and engaging presence. 


The Cases of Gen. Sickles and Capt. Badeau. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

Several years ago Maj.-Gen. D. E. Sickles 
and Capt. Adam Badean, United States Army, 
retired, fled claims for longevity pay under 
the Tyler decision, While the claims were un- 
der consideration the accounting officers dis- 
covered that both officers had drawn two 
salaries from the Government while in the 
diplomatic and consular service, and de- 
cided to bring a counter claim to re- 
cover the salaries paid to them as 
retired officers of the army during the 
period they held posittons under the State De- 
partment.

Only four members of the court heard 
the case, and they divided. Two were 
for the repayment of the salaries and 
the dropping of the officers from the 
retired list, and.two for allowing the 
longevity claim and taking no actionon the 
counter claim of the Government. This 
leaves the two cases just as they were before 
the litigation, which has extended over many 
years, began.

WILLIE SHANNON'S DEATH 


The Subject of Investigation by the Coroner 
Te-Day—The Testimony, 


This morning Deputy Coroner Hennessy 
held an inquest at No. 1489 North Fourteenth 
street on the body of Willie Shannon who was 
killed at Liggett & Myers’ tobacco factory by 
Ed. Harbaugh, a pressman. A rumor had 
spread through the neighborhood that Har- 
baugh was not responsible for the boy’s death, 
but that he had been fatally injured 


by one of the bosses at the factory, who beat 
him for some trivial infraction of the rules of 
the establishment. This morning the street in 
front of the house was blockaded by the noigh- 
bors who stood about awaiting the develop- 
ments of the inquest. Several police officers 
were on duty to preserve order, as the friends 
of the little boy entertained some hard feel- 
ings against the unfortunate youn 
man who caused their rlef. 
ury was selected from the neighborhood. 
Vhile questioning the witnesses one of the 
urors displayea considerable feeling against 
arbaugh, who was present in charge of Spe- 
cial Officer Clark. The Deputy Coroner finally 
found it necessary to instruct the juror That it 
was not permissible to contradict a witness or 
to express opinions on the evidence during the 
examination. 

Arthur McGinnis, who is employed at Lig- 
gett & Myers’, was called and teszined that he 

id not know the dead boy. He said he was 
Bu f with the prisoner who threw a wad of 

in foll at him. He threw the ball back 
and struck the prisoner in the neck. At 

e time the prisoner was workin 
with a breaker, an iron bar abou 
eighteen inches long with a tapering point. 
The prisoner raised the ‘‘breaker’’ as if to 
throw it. The witness dodged under a tabie 
and on rising up saw Willie Shannon falling. 
He went to catch the deceased, but seeing 
Harbaugh running toward him ran awa 
and did not return again. The breaker struc 
the dead boy and buried itself in his head. 

Jos. Elieard, who also works at the factory, 
was an eye-witness of the affair. He said he 
saw Harbaugh, in a spirit of fun, make a vio- 
lent motion and thought the breaker“ slip- 
ped through Harbaugh’s glove. He said they 
were employed every day — the presses, 
and that their hands were usu olly. The 
dead boy was working atatable between the 
prisoner and McGinnis. In the opinion of 
witness the prisoner was not in an ili-humor. 

Peter Berg, a little fellow who was beside 
Willie Shannon when he was struck, said he 
saw Harbaugh wringing his hands and crying. 

Silas Holt and several other boys from the 
factory confirmed the statements given above. 

The post-mortem examination made by Dr. 
Lutz last night showed that there was no ex- 
ternal mark of violence on the Doy’s body, that 
all the organs were in a healthy condition ana 
that death resulted from the wound in the 
head. A verdict was rendered in acco ce 
with these facts.
